year. Worse still, the bulk of the 
emigrants consists of persons between 
the ages of 15 and 35 the period when 
they would be of the greatest econo- 
mic value to the nation. However, 
the drain of emigration has, since 
1851-61, decreased in each subsequent 
decade, and there is good reason to 
hope that when the next census is 
taken Ireland will be able to show an 
increasing population. 

Citizens of Ireland's capital met in 
the Mansion House last week under 
the chairmanship of Ireland's first cit- 
izen, the lord mayor of Dublin. They 
did not hold a public meeting. Ad 
dresses were delivered by the lord 
mayor, John Dillon, M.P., and Joseph 
Devlin, M.P., but the business of the 
hour was to inaugurate the home rule 
fund for 1913 in the metropolis and 
before the proceedings terminrted the 
sum of $6,500 aad been subgcriled 
by those present. Thus, Dublin 
broke its own record—a great fevt 
when the patrictic generosity of iis 
citizens laet year is remembered, and 
it must be noted that the $6,500 raised 
so readily is only the nucleus of Dub- 
lin’s contribution to the fund. Those 
who had been circulating the <2! 
hoods that the Iris peorle were not 
home rulers at “eart, and that only 
a few agitators kept the movement 
alive, may not have the grace to feel 
ashamed of themselves—but they will 
surely muster up et.ough prudence to 
abandon pretense so glaringly untrue 
and ridiculously untenable. 

As Dublin has begun, so Irelaid 
will continue. She stands either to 
realize her nvtional aspirations with- 
in the next twelve months or so, or, 
if the fates are unkind, to have all the 
hopes of t' ‘a Cashed to the ground, 
and the prospect of another period of 
agitation and turmoil opened up ir 
her. At vie present moment every- 
thing points to victory for the home 
rule bill. And the home rule bill 
means the best constitution Ireland 
ever possessed, from whatever stand- 
point the bill is considered. Fac- 
tionism may attack the finance of the 
bill, but the Irish party and the Irish 
people are satisfied that the financial 
settlement is just and reasonable, un- 
der the circumstances, and gives our 
country a fair, even an_ excellent 
prosperity. 
The real fact is that with factionism 
it is a vase of rule or ruin; it has 
shown itself incapable of ruling, and 
the Irish people will take good care 
that it shall not ruin,

London.—It will cost the staggering 
sum of, $978,200,000 to run the British 
government during the ensuing fiscal 
year, ¢ccording to the chancellor, 
Lloye George, who introduced his bud- 
get in the, House of Common, This 
is a big increase, the augmentation be- 
fhe cansed by expenditures for army 
and navy a‘maments, 

According to the chancellor, ‘the 
British public is going on the water 
wagon. 
000,000 gallons Jess spirits v.ere drunk 
inthe past four years than in: the 
preceding périod. © 
_ The.export trade of the country. is 
not- at high water mark. The 
chancellor said he would be prepared 
to raise $25,000,000 outside of known 
revenues. . No new taxes will’ be im- 
posed to. meet the expenditures: 

The Buropean money stringency, 
said the chancellor, is due to France 
and Austria and Germany hoardirg 
$300,000,000 for any emergency which 
‘might involve war. British trade 
is increesing at the rate of about $5,- 
000,000 annually. 

While he could not remit ar taxes. 
he expected to pull through without 
levying any new imposts. This, he 
said, was in spite of the fact that he 
was faced with the necessity of find- 
ing the sum of $37,500,000 more than 
the revenue had brought him during 
the fiscal year just closed. 

The chancellor estimated that the 
total revenue on the existing basis of 


a margin of $925,000 over the estim- 
ated expenditure. ' 

The cost of armaments, Chancello- 
Lloyd George remarked, is the largest 
‘and most sterile increase in the ex- 
penditure, and I cannot see any pros- 
pect. of this menacing development 
coming to an nd, unless some change 
takes place in the attitude and policy 
of the nations concerned. 

The expenditure on education and 
social reform was lauded on the other 
hand by the chancellor as reproduct- 
ive work, promising strength, happi- 
ness and efficieney to the nation. 

The Chancellor drew an encouraging 
cheer from the House with the state- 
ment that although the consumption 
of spirits had actually decreased by 
23,000,000 gallons in four years, the 
revenue had increzsed, he said by 
$25,0000,000 so proving that his meth- 
od of taxin; the tariff in liquor was 
one of the most successful imposts 
that had ever been levied. 


C.P.R, to Use Telephones in West 

Winn-peg.—The Canadian Pacific 
Railway will construct 4,775 miles of 
telegraph ..ire during 1913. An im- 
mense programme is mapp»x out by

Canada, and it is ultimately their in- 
tention to, use telephones exclusively 
throughout the west with the excep- 
tion of small branch lines. The use 
hones for conducting the busi- 
ness of despatching trains and carry- 
ing commercial messages will Le 
adopted in the course of the next 
few years. Two thousand, two hun- 
dred and eighty miles of lines will 
be operated this year by telephone. 


French Press Quiet About Scandal 

Paris.—The entire press except the 
anti-militarists are preserving in ex- 
traordinary silence about the Krupp 
scandal. The absence of editorial 
comment is taken generally as a 
courteous rebuke to the German out- 
bursts on the Nancy incident, and not 
a suspicious sign of the truth of the 
charges which, except in one or two 
cases, are said tc be highly uncertain. 

The Figaro, the only paper as yet 
directly accused, does not deny that 
it received Krupp overtures, merely 
stating that it never printed the al- 
leged articles to increase French 
hatred of Germany. 


Build Lines Into Biggar 

Biggar, Sask.—Railway  construct- 
jon work centering at Biggar contin- 
ues to go forward on an elaborate 
scale, and the indications accumulate 
pointing to this city as the eventual 
location of a home terminal and cen- 
tral divisional headquarters.

Wheat Yield 200 ~°00,0C0 for 1913 

Winnipe~.—The head offices of the 
G.T.P. ¢@stimate that the wheat yield 
for"the coming year will be at least 
200,000,000 bushels., The G.T.P. and 
the C.N.R. vill have space for the 
storage of at least one-tenth of this 
output, the storage being measured for 
grain that will be in the elevators at 
one time. Their capacity for hand- 
ling the grain this year is considered 
better than it ever was, and the offi- 
cials are satisfied that no hlockade 
will occur with the coming of the navi- 
gation season, and in the west all eyes 
have been turned to thy elevator ca-| 
pacity and the G.T.P. makes the 
following announcement. 

In Alberta there are 18 elevators:

-Saskatchewan, 75 with a 3,785,000 
bushel capacity; Wanitoba, 25 with 
918,000 bushels; Georgian Bay ports, 
10 with 9,860,000 %.shels; West Fort 
one with 6,000,000 bushels; Montreal, 
one with 1,180,000 bushels; total, 22,- 
649,000.
